Labor Day crowds estimated at 100,- 
000 thronged the grounds yesterday as 
ctizens honored the state’s multi-mil- 
lion dollar fruit industry and Los An- 
geles, San Francisco and Alameda 
County visitors were guests of honor. 

The turnout came on the heels of a 
record-breaking Sunday crowd of 90,- 
966, boosted total attendance for the 
first four days to more than a quarter 
of a million and threatened the all- 
time high of 101,082 established on La- 
bor Day, 1936.

SOUTHAMPTON, N. Y. ‘(W— The 
Republican and Democratic parties 
have been outmoded by modern indus- 
trial development and should be re- 
aligned along liberal and radical lines 
in the opinion of Dr. Nicholas Murray 
Butler, president of Columbia Univers- 
ity. 

In his annual address at the Parrish 
Art Museum, Dr. Butler proposed the 
replacement of the Democratic and 
Republican parties by groups which he 
tentatively named the Constitutional 
Liberal party and the Progressive or 
Reactionary Radical party.

This party, he added, would seek to 
solve the nation’s problems within the 
confines of the Constitution and the 
bill of rights. He described the other 
party as superficially progressive but 
actually Fascist.

Record Increase Reported 
For Week Of August 28 
By U. S. Health Service 


CHICAGO (\P)—New outbreaks of in- 
fantile paralysis over the Labor Day 
week-end, with a record increase in| 
Chicago, were reported today as health | 
authorities watched rising temperatures 
bring threats of an even greater toll | 
from the disease. 


Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, president 
of the Chicago Board of Health, said | 
33 new cases, four deaths and 26 new 
“suspect” cases were reported in Chi- 
cago over the holiday week-end. 


It was a record increase. Detroit 
schogl.and health authorities post- 
poned school openings five days, until | 
September 13, after seven new cases ; 
were reported over the holiday week- 
end. 

Public schools in St. Catharines, 
Ont., were closed at the end of a one- 
hour session today after the first case 
of the disease was reported in that city. | 

Opening of schools in St. Locie, 
County, Florida, scheduled next Mon- 
day, was postponed two weeks because 
of prevalance of the disease in north- 
ern states. 

The United States Public Health 
Service in Washington announced that | 
620 new cases were reported through- 
out the nation in the week ended Au- 
gust 28, the greatest number of new | 
cases in a single week this year. 

In the previous week there had been | 
499 new cases reported and in the cor- 
responding week of last year there were | 
only 164 cases.

“Unless shippers write the Railroad 
Commission in the State Building at 
San Francisco, voicing strong opposi- 
tion to the proposed rates, or appear 
before the commission in San Fran- 
cisco September 29, there is a possi- 
bility that the proposed rates may be 
made effective,” the memorandum de- 
clares.

“In 1936 there were reported 4,618 
deaths from all forms of tuberculosis, 
an increase of 102 deaths over 1935, 
giving a rate of 72.3 deaths for every 
' 100,000 persons living in the state in 
1936. In 1935 the rate was 72. 


“There were reported 20,214 deaths 
| from heart disease, 8,781 from cancer, 
‘5,215 from cerebral hemorrhage, and 
'5,051 from nephritis. The rate for 
| heart disease was 317 deaths for each 
100,000 persons in the state, represent- 
ing a marked increase over the 1935 
| rate of 305. The death rate for can- 
/cer was 138, an increase over the 1935 


rate of 135. The rate for cerebral 
hemorrhage also slightly increased, 
from 81 in 1935 to 82 in 1936. The rate 


for nephritis was 79 for both years.

A 20-year veteran in the settlement, 
Mark I. Moody, formerly of Lansing, 
Michigan, circulated a petition to the 
President to ‘‘get off his yacht, get on 
his feet, and get some guts above 
them.’’ 

“Shanghai Americans are not quit- 
ters!’ the petition said. 

Rumors had spread that the cruiser 
Augusta was ready to leave. 

The situation was emphasized by or- 
ders to American mariiéS to have 
their families ready for “compulsory 
evacuation’? on a few hours notice. 

Japan was launching her most de- 
termined offensive in an effort to drive 
400,000 Chinese back into the interior 
of China. 

The American consulate general 
urged inmmediate evacuation of all 
Americans from interior towns in the 
shanghai-Nanking area. 

The U. Ss. gunboat Sacramento was 
ordered imto refugee service.

The consulate’s warning to Ameri- 
cans in the interior oof China was 
couched in the strongest terms.

CATTLE NEXT TO OIL IN 
STATE'S INCOME, 
AAA MAN SHOWS 


CSEDITOR’S NOTE: The follow- 
ing article is by DeWitt C. Wing, 
formerly editor of the Breeder's 
Gazette, and now with the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, at Washington. We trust it 
will be of imterest to our stock- 
men readers). 

Early in August of this year, in my 
talks with California stockmen, on my 
first visit to the state, I learned that 
California’s ammnual income from live- 
stock, including dairy cattle, is second 
only to its annual income from oil, 
which is California’s greatest commer- 
cial resource. Louis H. Rochford, ex- 
tension specialist in animal husbandry 
at the College of Agriculture, Berkeley, 
gave me the supporting figures. 

In sheep numbers, California is sec- 
end, and in cattle about ninth among 
the 48 states. It is a livestock state. 
Hill and mountain ranges comprise 
more than four-fifths of the state’s 100 
million acres. Range grasses, moun- 
tain meadows, wild oates for grazing 
or hay, irrigated alfalfa, Ladino clover, 
barley and some corn, and the by-pro- 
ducts of sugar beet, fruit and vege- 
table crops (grown under irrigation), 
are the state’s chief feeds. Range 
vegetation, however, produces far more 
than the bulk of California’s home- 
made mutton and beef, and some of 

i! its milk. 

“That is why we are seriously inter- 
ested in comserving and improving our 
ranges,’”” said am experienced ranch- 
man in San Benito County, which is 
fairly typical of the central coast range 
between the ocean and California’s 
great central valley. “We think the 
AAA range conservation program is|] 
t doing a good job. Over-grazing has 
j damaged some ranges. Restricted graz- 
; ing will improve them. So will feed- 
; ing cottonseed or linseed oil cake to 
to cattle om the ranges. Cross fences, 
the building of which is encouraged by 
the program, are useful; they give the 
best range a chance. We like the pres- 
ent program, but it can be improved, 
so far as our state is concerned.”
